Radio Beijing’s 1985 Calendar 


Dear friends, 

In the last two years, Radio Beijing has printed calenders with pictures of miniature landscapes 
and scenes from Peking operas. They were enthusiastically received by our listeners. 

This year our calender is illustrated with pictures of Chinese wild animals and birds. We are 
sending it to you as our gift for the new year. 

Animals and birds are precious resources. China’s geography and natural environment 
provide favourable conditions for the breeding and raising of many wild animals. The country has 
1186 species of birds, the most in the world, 450 species of animals and more than 530 species of 
amphibians and reptiles. 

Many of these animals and birds are unique to China and some are very rare. For example, the 
giant panda. Zoologists call it a living fossil because ofits survival from ancient times. It has been 
evolving for several million years. The giant panda still has some characteristics of the mammals of 
ancient times. The golden monkey, known as “the aristocrat of its family”, is also a rare animal 
found only in China. The Northeast China tiger, which is called “king of the forest”, is one of the 
most prized animals in the world. The river dolphin, an aquatic mammal, is the oldest and most 
primitive of the cetacea existing today. It is also a living fossil like the panda. The Yangtze 
alligator is closely related to the long-extinct dinosaur. The white-lipped deer is another highly- 
prized animal. It lives in the forests of the Qinghai-Tibet Plateau, 3,000 meters above sea level. The 
lancelet, found only in South China’s Xiamen and East China’s Qingdao, is generally acknowled- 
ged to be the forebear - of fish. It is the key to unravelling the mystery of the origin of the 
vertebrates. 

China also has many rare birds. Among them are the elegant-looking red-crowned crane, 
known as the fairy crane, the mandarin duck, regarded as a symbol of love, and the crested ibis, 
which has the smallest population among birds living today. There are only four in Japan and 
about a dozen in Qinling Mountain, Shaanxi Province, northwest China. These are the only wild 
crested ibises in the world living as a group. 

China also has such rare birds as the white-crowned, long-tailed pheasant, the golden 
pheasant, the lark, the sunbird, and the red-billed leiothrix, which are almost extinct. 

Rare birds and animals are protected by law in China and many nature reserves have been set 
up to provide them with a safe environment. Some of these rare animals and birds are exhibited at 
zoos in Beijing and other major cities. 

Radio Beijing has only been able to include several dozen wild animals and birds in its calendar 
due to the limitations of space. But most of them are rare species. We hope you will enjoy them.

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Radio Beijing 


Radio Beijing, the overseas radio service of the People’s Republic of China, was 
inaugurated on September 11, 1947 when its English language service began (the English 
Service then was a part of the Northern Shaanxi New China Broadcasting Station). 

Transmitting 138 hours a day, Radio Beijing broadcasts worldwide in 38 foreign 
languages as well as in Putonghual(Standard Chinese) and four local dialects — Guangzhou 
(Cantonese), Hakka, Amoy and Chaozhou. Its English Service for foreigners in Beijing has 
been on the air since the beginning of 1984. 

Radio Beijing presents a variety of programs. In addition to news and commentaries on 


domestic and international issues, Radio Beijing’s various language services also broadcast 
many feature programs about China. Some are produced at the request of our listeners. The 
English and Japanese services have a weekly program to teach spoken Chinese. 


To ensure prompt and full coverage of events at home and abroad, Radio Beijing has set 
up bureaus throughout China and in Islamabad, Belgrade, Mexico City, Tokyo, Paris and 
Washington. 

The number of Radio Beijing listeners is growing fast. In 1983, about 100 thousand 
letters were received from 150 countries and regions. Many listeners also sent in reception 
reports as well as suggestions for improving our programs. Listeners’ questions are either 
answered on the air on “‘Listeners’ Letterbox” or by mail. Radio Beijing also sends QSL cards 
and souvenirs to its listeners. Some listeners have even visited China under our sponsorship. 

Radio Beijing welcomes people the world over to tune in and then write to us. Program 


transmission schedules are available upon request.
